OUR NATIONAL AFFLICTION 


“What are the fundamental causes of dissatis- 


faction and unrest in industry ?”’ 


Se a ere 


This is the big question which the federal com- 
mission on industrial relations has set itself to 
answer. Investigations into the huge problems 
of employment, over production, distribution, 
hoarding necessities for fictitious prices, wages, 
organized labor, monopoly and their related issues 
is a contract large enough to tax the vrains of 
the best thinkers for a long time to come. 

But while the government’s investigators are 
digging into the details of all these various 
phases of the problem, it would seem that the 
real, big, primary cause of our industrial and 
commercial discontent shows itself plainly enough 
‘on the surface. The ‘‘fundimental cause,’’ as 
the records of the past fifty years would indi- 
reate, might well be written down as the Ameri- 
ean ambition to get rich quick, 

There was a time when a man in business was 
‘satisfied to aceept a reasonable profit from his 
investment and his labors, growing along the 

‘slow. safe line of natural development. He took 

a fair profit, put the profits into his capital and 
‘, gradually but safely enlarged his income and his 
fortune. Then the country suddenly reached an 
era of magie development. New lands offered 
rare chances for exploitation in real estate. Rail- 
road building presented unheard of opportunities

for financial manipulation. The discovery of 
b i mineral wealth made great fortunes in another 
way. The rehabilitation of commerce after the 
eivil war made for sudden riches in all lines. Oil 
wells made the poor rich over night. Withal, 
tariff subsides, railroad favoritism and other 
forms of privilage built up colossal fortunes so 
suddenly that the old methods of natural dev- 


i 
4 elopment seemed slow and crude. Practically 
i the whole country became inocculated with the 
; get-rich-quick virns. and it has never purged 
; its system of it sinee. Ambition scorns such 


paltry wealth as can be accumulated honestly 
and normally within a human lifetime. As a 
nation we are set on following the pace of the 
speculators who reach the top rank of — the 
eountry’s oligarchy at a few bounds. 

The effect has been to unsettle all business 
and to incite excesses which react periodically. 
It has resulted in a general tendeney to place 


money above manhood; to consider property 
rights as of more importance than personal 
rights. Vested interests have been paramount 
to human interests. And when labor awoke to 
these things and began organizing to protect its 
‘rights the effect was to elicit a grow] from ae- 
tion. When the moral sense of the people re- 
volted and demanded the correction of flagrant 


; evils, the wealth hunters raised the cry of ‘‘dis- 
turbing big dusiness.’’ <All the way through

recent industrial history it is easy to. trace 
panics, unrest and disaster to the American 
eagerness to get rich quick. 

Tt is doubtful, in the minds of many thinking 
citizens, whether the chief trouble with industry 
and commerce in this country is economic or 
moral. Certainly there will be no abiding solu- 
tion of our troubles until there is established a 
standard of business and industrial morality 
which repudiates the get-rich-quick ambition as 
the American ideal.
